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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) Ihc invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Teicher 
et al. (US 5,880,449). 

Regarding claims 1-6, 9, 12-17, Teicher teaches a plurality of electronic labels (electronic 
shelf labels 24), a portable unit (customer unit 22) adapted to display advertising information 
related to selected item wherein the electronic label is adapted to product attention-catching 
indicia when the visitor is in proximity to selected item; central controller storing advertising 
information and controlling the transmission of advertising information to the portable unit, the 
portable unit control the transmission of the advertising information and the label control 
activating the electronic labels (see fig. 1 and col. 1 line 55 to col. 2 line 1 1 and col. 3 lines 15- 
64). Teicher teaches tracking transponder to communicate with the portable unit, central control 
adapted to evaluate the location of the portable unit; based on unit ID (see col. 5 line 57 to col. 6 
line 47). 

Regarding claims 7, 8 and 18-21 Teicher teaches central controller adapted to transmit 
advertising information to the transponder and the transponder adapted to transmit to the portable 
unit (see fig. 1 and col. 6 lines 7-34). 

Regarding claims 10 and 11, Teicher teaches portable unit comprising interface to store 
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visitor preferences, and electronic label adapted to display a targeted offer related to the 
preference (see col. 8 lines 51-67).
